“ El Reno’s new city half nears com­ 
pletion. it is made of Coffeyville, Kan­ 
sas, vitrified brick and Carthage, Mis­ 
souri, stone trimmings. 


Why go to Kansas for brick and to 
Missouri for stone 
when 
Oklahoma 
produces the best brick in the world 
and as good stone as may be found 
anywhere and in almost inexhaustible 
quantities? That is the tenor of Col­ 
onel Hinds’ preachment, and it is both 
timely and well put. lf railway rat s 
are responsible for Kb is disc ii, ai ai­ 
tion against the produc ts of our own 
state, then our laws are deficient, he 
maintains. tWe read: 


“We ship our wood to the wagon 
works of Arkansas and Indiana, where 
wagons are made of our wood, and 
then shipped back to us. Is that wis­ 
dom! anc* good business? Ought not our 
men of means and sagacity see that 
a change is made? We have stone— 
more than any other state east of the 
Great Divide, 
and 
we 
build 
stone 
structures with that from Missouri. 
We make brick structures with that 
from Kansas. We make 
brick 
and 
have facilities to make millions more 
than we do, but we make Kansas kiln 
owners rich with our orders. 
“Surely, some day and in some way 
the lesson will come to ail of us here 
in Oklahoma, and we will all get busy 
making use of the resources nature 
placed at our command. And the story 
of a city building its home out of 
Kansas 
brick 
and 
(Missouri 
stone 
ought to awaken acme of us to the 
fact that we are as yet using only the 
smallest of our power and paying a 
penalty by reason of negligence. 
“Oklahoma’s wonderful natural re­ 
sources are as yet undeveloped. Save 
gas and oil. that which is beneath the 
earth ’s surface has had little atten­ 
tion. But the m anufacture of brick 
and the use of our building stone does 
not require that we delve deep down 
in the earth—that can be utilized from 
the surface down, and it does seem 
that the best time to begin is now, 
and that the best and first customers 
should be the municipal bodies which 
require buildings for the proper tra n s­ 
action of business. 
We repeat, this is timely talk. Ok­ 
lahoma needs much of it. Every news­ 
paper in the state should join in the 
refrain. It is more easy to name the 
natural resources Oklahoma has not 
than to enumerate what it has. Re­ 
sources avail nothing, however, un­ 
less they are developed, and home pat­ 
ronage promotes development. 
Oklahoma possesses almost illimit­ 
able quantities of building stone, ce­ 
ment and plaster, 
paving 
material, 
fuel, wood for 
m anufacturing 
pur­ 
poses, and countless other binerals 
and materials. Nothing will better pro­ 


mote their development than a loyal 
home market. 
Let us give not so much attention to 
politics and more attention to the de­ 
velopment of Oklahoma’s industries. 
That is the way leading to prosperity. 
it means the betterm ent of the posi­ 
tion of every resident of the state. It 
means more business. That is what is 
needed now. Let us boost Oklahoma 
industries and 
promote Oklahoma’s 
farm production. 
Next year a national political cam­ 
paign will be in progress. Now is the 
time to make up our minds as to 
whether we will allow politics to dis­ 
tract our attention to the extent that 
industry and business will be neglect­ 
ed. As we are a young, developing 
state we we can’t afford to leave our 
plow, our workshop and our store to 
follow the haranguing politician as he 
would have us do. Let us make up 
our minds to this. 
Promotion 
of 
Oklahoma’s 
home 
products and increased farm produc­ 
tion should be the principal consider­ 
ations at this time.

rile Wiping Out of a Town. 
Spokane, Wash., 
Nov. 
ll.—-Roose­ 
velt, the principal town in the Thund­ 
er Mountain district in central Idaho 
in 1902, today is covered by a lake 600 
yards in length and 
200 
yards 
in 
width and of an average depth of 25 
feet. It was the scene of a gold strike 
nine years ago and thousands braved 
the hardships and 
hazards of the 
trail. It 
proved 
a 
disappointment, 
though much pay ore was developed 
nearby. 
The circumstance which wiped the 
town of Roosevelt from the map pe­ 
culiar. It resulted from a landslide 
two years 
ago, 
starting 
near 
the 
source of .Mule creek, a mile and a 
half from the settlement. The great 
avalanche of earth and stone plough­ 
ed its way through a virgin forest 
with a roar that was heard for miles. 


Twenty-six hours after the break oc­ 
curred the mass 
stopped 
abruptly 
across the lower part of the town, 
forming a dam for Monument creek, 
which has now formed a lake where 
the townsite stood. 
There were few residents in the 
town at the time of the slide and all 
escaped with their possessions, owing 
to the slowness of the avalanche. A 
log school house and two cabins, out 
of its path, now stand as silent sen­ 
tinels to mark the 
vanished 
town. 
The buildings are situated above the 
water line and as the lake has risen 
to a point that it has an outlet, it is 
not likely the 
water 
will 
become 
deeper. 


‘Roosevelt camp today is deserted, 
the residents having moved to oth­ 
er holdings. 
The mines are closed 
and the prospectors and miners have 
sought newer and 
more 
promising 
fields in the tributary country, which 
is right in mineral resources. It is 
hardly probable that the camp ever 
will be resurrected, as it is isolated 
and off the line of transportation, be­ 
sides which it would take a fortune 
to drain the water off to make it fit 
for habitation.

Fort Smith, Ark., Nov. IO.—An ap­ 
peal was sent to Sheriff J. a . Russell 
of Bentonville, the county seat of 
Benton county, this evening, asking 
him to immediately send a force of 
officers to Gentry, a town of TOO in­ 
habitants, located on the Kansas Pity 
Southern railway fifteen miles south­ 
east of Bentonville, where angry de­ 
positors of the Bank of Gentry, which 
failed Wednesday, threatened to lynch 
C. A. Catron, cashier of. the bank. It 
was stated to the sheriff’ that a mob 
last night, armed with guns and a 
rope, was persuaded not to harm the 
cashier, whom the depositors blame 
for the failure of the bani?. 
Sheriff Russell dispatched a deputy 
sheriff to Gentry about 6 o’clock. He 
carried with him a warrant for the 
arrest of the cashier. 
The 
warrant 
was issued 
to 
Deputy 
Prosecutor 
John W. Nance of Rogers, but what 
charge has been placed against the 
cashier is not known. A dispatch from 
Bentonville, at 8 o’clock says the dep­ 
uty sheriff, upon arriving at Gentry, 
was informed by the city authorities 
that they refused to surrender the 
cashier. The dispatch adds that the 
town is greatly excited and that it is 
feared there will be trouble before 
morning. 
The whereabouts of the cashier is 
not known, except that he is some­ 
where in the town. It is reported that 
he is concealed in the bank building. 
The action of the village authorities in 
refusing to surrender the cashier to 
the county authorities is said to have 
been taken because it is feared the 
angry depositors will attack Catron 
should his whereabouts become known 
According to depositors of the bank, 
the failure was caused by the issu­ 
ance of $30,000 in loans four years 
ago. These loans are said to be worth­ 
less. Owing to the excitement at Gen­ 
try it is hard to secure the real 
facts of the affair, but one report 
says the bank directors issued a state 
ment that the loans were not author­ 
ized. They say, according to a dis­ 
patch, that they were ignorant of the 
loans until the bank was closed. 
The bank had a cash capital of $10- 
000. Its liabilities are estimated at 
$16fi,000 and its assets at $125,000.
